For the rest, let us remember that 
Canada stands at the beginning of a new 
year high in the respect and admiration 
of the world. 

We are seen as 4 nation of high moral 
standards, as a country with an unfalter- 
ing sense of her obligations, determined, 
no matter what the c»st may be, to up- 
hold civilization at whatever sacrifice of 
ease, 

This is Canada’s great asset at the

The author of the Acts wrote this of 
Stephen, as he sat before the council of 
the Jews: 

“And all that sat in the council, look- 
ing steadfastly on him, saw his face as 
it had been the face of an angel.” 

St. John was the only one of the dis- 
ciples of Jesus who was not martyred. 
He lived to a tremendous age on the island 
of Patmos off the coast of Greece where 
he wrote Revelations. His Gospel is be- 
lieved to have been written after he was 
90 years old and was the last of the four 
Gospels to be written. 

John is supposed to have been closer 
to Jesus than any other apostle and is 
frequently referred to as “the disciple 
that Jesus loved.” 

Indeed, so closely did he identify him- 
self with Jesus that scholars have reason 
to believe that his very language and ex- 
pressions approximated closely the langu- 
age and expressions of Jesus. 

One of the most remarkable features 
of the New Testament is the fact that an 
old man of more than 90 could write an 
account of Christ's life and teaching with 
the tremendous strength and passion that 
are found in the fourth Gospel. 

For example, Jesus’ instructions to 
the disciples after the Last Supper are 
set down in such a white heat of sincerity 
that they become the most powerful words 
ever put to paper in any age.

Open Soviet Aggression 
Unlikely Before Spring 


By LEON DENNEN 

Despite 175 Soviet divisions 
which could strike without warn- 
ing against 2 defenceless West- 
ern Europe, satellite diplomatic 
circles in France see little likeli- 
hood of open aggression by Mos- 
cow before next Spring. 

They base their reasoning on 
these major points: 

1,A growing belief that the 
United States is determined to 
save its atomic weapons for use 
only if Soviet Russia launches an 
invasion of the West. 

2. An increased suspicion that 
the Russians—cdcspite their own 
and President Truman's reports— 
have uot yet succeeded in pro- 
ducing an effective atomic bomb. 

By having maneuvred the 
United States into a full-scale 
conflict with Communist China, 
my informants feel that the 
Kremlin has won the first diplo- 
matic round in a “hot war” it has 
not yet exploited fully. The pro- 
cess of softening up and dividing 
Burope has not yet been vcom- 
pleted. 


Would Stalin 
Welcome Bomb? 

Stalin would welcome an “Aai- 
atic Munich,” of course, He would 
welcome even more America's 
use of the atomic bomb against 
China, This might temporarily re- 
verse the course of military 
events in the Far East, Bui it 
would give the Russians an enor- 
mous propaganda advantage in 
Burope 


kh might also bruaden the 
wedge uow dividing the badly- 
frightened Atlantic community. 
And it is in Europe—rather than 
in the Far East or elsewhere 
that the battle against Soviet 
imperialism will either be won 
or lost, 

The concensus here is that 
‘Washington has decided against 
the use of the atomic bomb in 
China, 

While war-jittery Europeans 
are thus facing a dismal holiday 


season, the potential battlefields 
remain ominously calm. But Com- 
munist political activity is again 
at full blast. 


Soviet Now 
Feels Stronger 

The Cominform has recently 
been subjected to another purge 
and has now emerged as a better- 
organized and  better-disciplined 
military organization, 

Particulerly severe was the 
purge in Western Germany, 
where 200 agents are said to have 
been recalled to the Eastern 
zone, Most of those recalled have 
either been imprisoned, deported 
to Russia or sent to the special 
school in Neu-Ruppin which 
coving agents for sabotage activi- 

es, 

According to Henri Lafond, one 
of the best-informed anti-Com- 
munist French trade union lead- 
ers, the Cominform is also mobi- 
izing its followers for a winter 
of strikes and sabotage activi- 
ties in France. 

A new wave of Communist- 
sponsored political strikes is ex- 
pected soon in the steel, coal, 
railroad and shipping industries. 
The Communists, I am informed, 
are especially active in the ports 
where they hope to prevent the 
discharge of U.S, military equip- 
ment for France. 

The Russians, in Lafond's view, 
which also coincides with the 
views of other close students of 
Soviet strategy, will not strike in 
Western Europe until they have 
succeeded in completely break- 
ing the spirit of the middleof- 
the road man and woman, 

He was particularly critical of 
the growing group of French 
newspaper editors, politicians and 
“parliamentarians” who advocate 
French neutrality in the coming 
war “between the United States 
and Soviet Russia.” 

“These are the people who be- 
trayed Kurope in 1939,” he said. 
“They will betray it again in 
1951.”

A sunny location, preferably a 
south window, is best for this 
plan‘.

DROPPING OF BUDS 

Water sparingly, except when in 
bloom. Excessive watering and poor 
drainage cause dropping of the 
flowering buds. After the plants 
finish blooming, withhold water 
and allow the plant a rest period, 

It is not necessary to repot 
Christmas cactus as often as some 
other house plants, It may be kept 
in the same pot several years, 

The chief enemy of the Christmas 
cactus is the mealy bug, The fleshy 
leaves should. be wiped carefully 
to remove dust and lessen the pos-

Geologists had long predicted 
major oil finds in the orth, the 
potential oi] bearing formation fol- 
lowing the shallow shoreline, an 
ancient ocean bottom of millions of 
years ago—even earlier than the 
age of dinosaurs. 

Potential oil-bearing sedimentary 
rocks were known to extend from 
Texas to the Arctic Ocean, Even 
the Arctic Islands may some day 
be oilfields, 

After Leduc and Redwater 
were brought in, and the oil rush 
was on in central Alberta, the big 
companies turned their eyes 
northward, 

Always highly competitive, each 
knew it had to move into the north 
to take up land or give it up for- 
ever to more verturesome com- 
petitors, 

PROHIBITIVE COST 

The companies all knew the al- 
most prohibitive cost of acquiring 
and keeping the land, in the first 
place, not to mention the cost of 
exploring this vast dense, muskeg 
covered forest, But they had no 
alternative. 

Today, they are engaged in the 
greatest exploration program in the 
history of the north and hopes are 
high that this winter will see 4 
major strike. 

in a manner typical of the oil 
industry, they are continuing to 
pour millions into the north, al- 
though, so far, no major field has 
been brought in. 

Only strikes so far have been 


at Normandville and Whitelaw, | 


both near the town of Peace 
River. A cretaceous strike also 
has been made at Bollogue Lake, 
near Fort Vermilion, 300 miles 
north of Edmonton, Whether or 
not a major field will be devel- 
oped in this area remains to be 
seen, 

The main exploration area covers 
millions of square miles from Lac 
La Biche area to Fort Vermilion, 
in the bush country north of the 
Peace River district, 

TOUGHEST COUNTRY 


Oilmen who have worked in 
fields around the world, have called 
this the toughest country ever 


tackled by the industry, — 
They were faced with impen- 


etrable muskeg bogs in summer | 


and 50 beiuw weather in winter. 
But the “doodiebuggers”—the oil 
exploration meno = decided the 
cold was the lesser of the two 
evils.

The seismograph is an 
ment which records echoes which

By looking at the graph record- 
ed on a piece of paper which these 
echoes make, an experienced an- 
alyst can get a fairly good idea of 
the underground structure and can 
spot humps and bumps which may 
hide oil. 

The magnetometer shows changes 
in the earth's magnetic field. Wher- 
ever intensity of the magnetic field 
drops, it shows a likely area for 
oil, 

What the oilmen are lo ‘king for 
is the bottom of an ancient sea 
whence oil has been formed by the 
decaying bodies of mavine animals 
and plants sinking to the bottom 
for millions of years, This is a 
sedementary deposit with no metal 
im it—hence little magnetic pull, 
SAME MANNER 

The gravitymeter works in some- 
thing the same inanner, It checks 
up on the pull of gravity, Wher- 
ever there is less pull there may be 
oll. 

So let's assume there is a big 
avea of the northern bush to be 
surveyed, To do the job, a gravity- 
meter is installed in an aircraft 
and sent winging over thousands 
of square miles which it would 
take years to cover on foot. 

The plane flies up and down ov 
the bush, always at the same al 
titude and speed and the expen- 
sive, complex instrument automat- 
ically records its findings. 

Probably the company has al- 

ready taken out a reservation on 
the land.—In other words it has 
paid several thousand dollars to 
the government—the price varies 
ceording to the area — for the
